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Mr. Sean’ McGrath, Local Government 
Inspector, opened a sworn inquiry : at the 
Courthouse, Maryborough; yesterday, into the 
erformance of their p me by the Queen’s 
County Conmig Council and the County Board 
of Health. 

The Inspector said that a serious situation 
must have arisen when the Minister deemed 
such an inquiry necessary. He did not want 
any party to the inquiry to consider itself on 
the defensive, because there were no charges 
of which he was aware,” Mish 
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Mr. J. Carey, secretary of the County 
Council, said that at the: first meeting of 
the Council in 1920, twenty-nine mem 
acct pted office. The main di culties that con- 
fronted the Council that year were due to the 
conflict between the old Local Government 
Board and the Dail. The Council’s treasurer 
was dismissed in 1920, and . trustees were 
appointed. The out-going Council made the 
rate for 1920-21. The Council met regularly 
during its first year of office. Very few of 
the rate ,collectors closed their collections 
within that year—something over £100 of 
that rate was still outstanding, 

Quarterly meetings were held regularly 
during 1921-22, and during that year the bi 
rate was struck, owing to the stoppage o 
crants. The rate collectors told him that 
people who paid the first moiety refused to 
pay the second, as the rate was so big. 
From that year the Council had been working 
on an overdraft. 

Some decrees were taken out in Parish 
Courts. In the Slievemargy district there was 
organised resistence to the payment of rates. 

In February, 1921, the Council ordered the 
closiug down of all works, but all the services 
were carried on that year with full staffs. 
The road-workers’ wages were 40s. a week. 
In November, 1921, the Council ordered the 
employment of 200 men, and submitted the 
question of wages and of the salaries and 
bonuses ot officials to arbitration. The arbi- 
tration reduced the wages to 35s. and ordered 
fifty more men to be employed on January 
ist, 1922, and reduced the, officials’ bonuses 
bv 15 ner cent. 

Instalments of the demands of subsidised 
hodies were forwarded according as there were 
funds. The Council did not direct the atten- 
tion of those bodies to the necessity for re- 
trenchment. The rate struck would have been 
ample to meet the liabilities if it had been 
collected. 

STEPS TO ECONOMY, 

The amalgamation scheme was proposed 
with a view to economy. The first demand of 
the Home and Hospital Committee showed a 
reduction on the Boards of Guardians’ ésti- 
maite of £11,000. 

(he rate struck for 1922-1923 was lower 
than for the year 1914-1916, and in striking 
the rate he took into account the grants for 
eighteen months. During that year the rate 
collections did not improve, and there was a 
sum of £47,814 outstanding. He had no 


- evidence of interference with rate collectors 


during that year. 

The Inspector—Seeing that the rate was 
small that year, what was the excuse for the 
small collection? 

Mr. Carey—The second moiety of the big 
rate was also being collected. uring “1922- 
1923, he added, the Council was working on an 
overdraft. The total outstanding rate for 1922- 
1923 was. £73,430. In April, 1923, the Coun- 
cil, in view of the amount outstanding and, the 
delay in legal proceedings, applied foktwane- 
tion to increase the overdraft to £650,000. 
Proceedings were taken for the recovery of 
rates, but there was a difficulty in levying 
decrees. At present our overdraft was £31,000. 

In reply to Mr. Turpin (solicitor for County 
Council), Mr. Carey said that the County Sur- 
veyor's estimates were reduced in 1925-1924 
by £6,000, and in 1924-1925 by £20,416. When 
money ran short the Council suspended pay- 
ment. In addition, the Council abolished the 
bonuses of officials, reducing the salaries under 
standard cost of living salaries. 

Mr. W. H. M. Cobbe said that, in general, 
there was dissatisfaction at the way the rates 
were expended through inefficiency, malad- 
ministration or otherwise. The Farmers’ 
Union Executive decided to send a depptation 
to make representations to the County“Council 
on points of economy, and one point was the 
excessive rote of wages paid under the direct 
labour scheme. ) suggested i 
deal of Bain pen wasted, an e 
had not got a half-crown in the pound value 
for what they had been paying in rates. 

For want of a sufficient staff in the County 
Surveyor’s office, or some other cause, men 
were working on the roads one day and for 
a farmer the next day, — paid a weekly 
wage by the County Council.

ASTRONOMICAL NOTES FOR OCTOBER. 


Tur PLANETs :— 

Mercury is a morning star till the 26th, 
when he is in Superior Conjunction, He may 
be seen low down in the East in the early 
morning during the first week, when he rises 
about 4.30 a.m. 

Venus is still a brilliant morning star, rising 
not far from 2 a.m. during most of the month, 
and outshining every other object of the night 
sky, the Moon only excepted. Her phase in 
the telescope is now gibbous, and she is 
slowly declining in brightness as she draws 
nearer to Superior Conjunction. She will con- 
tinue to be visible in the morning sky till well 
into the New Year. 

Mars is still conspicuous in the evening sky. 
Though less bright than last month, he is still 
as bright as Jupiter up to the middle of 
October. 


or. “gh vs 
Aquarius. Though not now so near as he was 
in August ber, he is still near 
enough for effective observation. His near 
approach in the two months last past was 
rendered almost nugatory by the universal bad 
weather. Indeed, so far as observers in the 
Northern Hemisphere are concerned, the 
nearest approaches of this planet are of little 
avail, occurring as they do at a time of year 
when weather prospects are worst and air 
conditions sa vile. On the few clear 
evenings with which we were favoured in 
August and September, the air was so un- 
steady that little could be seen of Mars or 
anything else. On one evening in particular, 
when everything looked serene and beautiful 
to the naked eye, the image of Mars in the 
| like nothing so much as an 
egg in the act of being poached. So violent 
were the contortions of the atmosphere, tor- 
tured by the strivings of air currents of differ- 
ing densities. Clouds are not the only 
obstacles which bad weather opposes to the 
efforts of astronomers. An October Opposi- 
tion offers far better opportunities of seeing 
Mars than the illusory nearness of those in 
August, for the planet then rises higher above 
our horizon, and weather chances are better 
and hours of darkness longer. 

There was a marked improvement in con- 
ditions of seeing during the closing week of 
September, and some fine drawings were ob- 
tained at Armagh. The South Polar snow-cap 
lost much of its size during the summer, but 
it is still conspicuous.—indeed, has increased 
a little of late, though the Martian mid- 
summer of the Southern Hemisphere has not 
yet arrived. The early summer climate of the 
planet seems to play the tame tricks as our 
own at the corresponding time of year. 
“ Winter lingering chills the lap of May '— 
and of June, too, not infrequently. It seems 
to do the same in our neighbour planet. 
All the familiar permanent features of the 
planet have been well seen on the few occa- 
sions when weather and air were favourable. 
There are two main classes of these perma- 
nent features—(a) Dark conspicuous markings, 
usually called seas or oceans, or names appro- 
priate to such. These have very hard and 
sharply defined boundaries, which under good 
seeing conditions irresistibly remind one of 
the coast lines on an ordinary coloured map, 
and are just as definite. The spot, for 
example, called Solis Lacus, always looks to 
the writer like the Gulf of Bothnia 
on a map of Europe, a club-shaped 
inlet. with a somewhat indented coast line. 
(b) Soft and more or less hazy streaks or 
bands, varying greatly in width, sometimes 
fairly straight, but much oftener curved or 
undulating. They frequently lead into 
roundish dark spots or irregular patches, or 
have such a patch where two or more inter- 
sect. Occasionally these patches are as dark 
and sharp-edged as the larger seas, and are 
coloured, like them, dark blue-green ns 

These streaks and bands are Schiaparelli’s 
‘‘eanali.” There are a few observers who, by 
some peculiar trick of eyesight, see and draw 
these bands as hard thin black lines, like the 
lines of a pen-and-ink sketch. Nothing could 
less represent their real ect. But it was 
these pen-and-ink lines, coupled with the un-.

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THE MYSTERY OF MARS. 
(From Our ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT. ) 


no particular colour; just like some on Mars. 
Others. change colour with the seasons; just 
like some on Mars. Others are so shallow that 
on a sunny day a spectator in a balloon above 
can see the bottom, with all its diversities of 
rock, sand, weed, ete. Even so, diverse 
markings have been seen on some of the 
Martian seas, and have been hastily accepted 
as evidence that the object was not sea. 
Besides the permanent markings there are 
nearly always white patches, sometimes as 
white as the Polar snows. These change 
rapidly, as clouds would do, and often hide 
for a time parts of the permanent dark spots 
or seas. Clouds they doubtless are, and some- 
times, after such a patch has cleared away, it 
leaves the landscapes below white over a 
large area. We have, in fact, been looking on 
at a snowstorm on Mars from above. Along 


some such familiar atmospheric phenomenon. 

Altogether, though we have no direct evi- 
dence that Mars is inhabited, we know that 
he could be; and we are convinced that he 
ought to be. If he is not, it is wilful waste 
of a perfectly good planet, Jupiter is still in 
the evening ky, setting about two hours 
after the Sun. It is ible to get views of 
him if he is sought for just as darkness is 
falling. At that time he is about the same 
altitude and position in the §.W. as Mars in 
the S.E. The two planets look very like one 
another in everything but colour. Saturn is 
in conjunction with the Sun on the 28th, and 
invisible.

The Cattle Trade. 


At a meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club 
yesterday Mr. George W. Green, a well- 
known cattle salesmaster, gave a very 
gloomy picture of the Free State cattle 
trade. The ordinary citizen will learn 
with considerable alarm that, in Mr. 
Green's opinion, it is “ on the verge of 
extermination.’’ Apparently, an ex- 
tremely serious situation has arisen which 
imperils not only the cattle trade itself, 
but through it the whole prosperity of the 
Irish Free State. We are forced to go 
abroad for all our coal, most of our cloth- 
ing, and the vast majority of the manu- 
factured goods which we consume. In 
July our imports exceeded our exports by 
roughly £1,000,000 ; in other words, we are 
accumulating an adverse trade balance at 
the rate of £12,000,000 per year. This 
sum is covered substantially by “ in- 
visible’’” income, consisting chiefly of 
dividends from investments in British 
and other securities. Nevertheless, the 
trade of the Free State is anything but 
prosperous at present, and a further 
broadening of the gap between imports and 
exports would be very dangerous. In order 
to pay for our heavy imports we must 
rely principally on our export of cattle, 
which amounts in an average year to some 
£16,000,000, or more than one-third of the 
total exports of the Free State. Obviously 
the nation cannot afford to allow this trade 
to be damaged in any way. If the cattl

South Africa must make 

haste to multiply the number of its white 

citizens by providing a home for the 

surplus population of Europe. This official 

warning is the more ominous because its 

author is now Under-Secretary for Labour 

in the Nationalist-Labour Government; 

and hitherto both. the Nationalist and 

Labour Parties have offered rigid resist- 

ance to every scheme for. the introduction 

of immigrants from Europe. They may 

begin to realise now that Boer conserva- 

tism and Labour's trade unionist jealowsies 

must be sacrificed to a common and over- 

whelming need. If the danger is averted— 

if white South Africa, by a great and 

successful scheme of immigration, at once 

solves its own problem and comes to the 

aid of our congested Europe—history may 

find that the menace of the native 

avalanche was not an unmixed evil. Mr. 

J. H. Thomas,. who returned “yesterday, 
from South Africa, makes a very encourag- 

ing report on the political situation there. 

He found a softening of the Jong animosity 

between Briton and Boer. The result of 

the Nationalist-Labour victory at the polls 

has been as little revolutionary as that of 

the Labour Party’s accession to power in 

England; and Mr. Thomas is “certain 

that the question of separation will not 

be raised again.” There can be little doubt 

that this recent improvement is due in 

large measure to the pressure of the native 

problem. Faced with a common danger, 

the white elements—Dutch farmers and 

British capitalists and trade unionists— 

are subordinating their smaller interests 

and prejudices to their instinct of racial 

kinship and to their growing consciousness 

that unity is the supreme need. There is 

an equal need of unity in Ireland, bat it 

presents itself to us in a less tangible} 
and, therefore, less terrifying shape, If 
our statesmen in North and South could 
make Ireland's economic problem as 
visible for us as the native problem is for 
white South Africa, the boundary question 
would be settled in a week.

CRUEL DROVERS. 
LOSSES CAUSED B 
DOCK STRIKE. 


Speaking at the weekly meeting of the 
Dublin Rotary Club yesterday, Mr. George 
W. Green, cattle salesman, of the firm o: 
Patrick O’Connor and Son, Ltd., Dublin, 
described the peril of the Irish cattle trade 
owing principally to the ill-treatment that 
animals receive between the farms and 
the boats, the high charges for freights, 
and the overhead charges in general. He 
referred especially to the cruelty inflicted 
on cattle by drovers, who use ashplants 
and sticks, and the consequent loss to the 
shippers when the animals reach the 
English markets.

COST OF DOCKS DISPUTE. 


Mr. Green said that the trade was ‘‘ on 
the verge of extermination,”’ and that unless 
the Government intervened immediately this 
would follow, as: sure as night followed 
day. There was no question whatever that 
the Irish cattle trade was at the present 
moment in deadly peril from many points of 
view. The Dublin Cattle Market was the 
largest for live cattle in the world, and it 
was run efficiently by the Dublin Corpora- 
tion. It was more successful as a revenue- 
producing enterprise than all the other under- 
takings of the municipality, and therefore 
ought to be guarded in every way. The 
salesmasters who occupied pens and offices 
in the market paid large rents and taxes. 
The Corporation collector came. round to 
them each Thursday morning, and the sales- 
masters paid him the tolls on the number 
of stock dealt with by them. No matter how 
many cattle or sheep came into the market, 
the Corporation had the security of the sales- 
masters for the revenue.

He did not think that he could advance 
any stronger argument than that which had 
been raised by the Jrish Times, which 
showed, without contradiction, that the re- 
cent increase of 3s. 3d. per head in cattle 
freights, bringing the rate up to 20s. ód. 
was killing the cattle trade. Ireland had 
nothing to fear from the importation of 
C-nadian or American cattle. Ireland pro- 
duced the finest beef in the world, but, un- 
fortunately, we do not put it on the market 
in the same condition. Why? He had seen 
cattle arriving.in England, beautiful animals, 
spotlessly clean and without a mark on them. 
No man could say the same of Irish cattle 
when they reached the market. He 
had been- told by some of the largest 
English exporters that [Irish cattle, 
owing to the damaged and bruised condition 
in which they reached the other side, lost 
from 2d. to 4d. per Ib. in price, dead weight. 
It arose solely from the treatment which the 
animals received from the time they left the 
land’ until they were placed on board the 
vessel. That loss was due to the nse of sticks 
by drovers. ' He emphatically said that the 
use of sticks or ash-plants must be abolished. 
(Hear, hear.) It was a criminal offence in 
England for a man to belabour a beast with 
a stick. In its place the English goad should 
be employed—a short stick, in the end of 
which was fixed a blunt nail protruding only 
an eighth of an inch, and the drover was 
allowed only to urge the animal from behind, 
so that no mark or bruise whatever was put 
on the beast. When Irish cattle reached the 
markets on the other side of the Channel they 
were a mass of bruises, and the Irish cattle 
carcases hanging in the abattoirs could be dis- 
tinguished for that reason from the carcases 
of others. 

The Minister for Lands and Agriculture had 
promised a deputation last year to issue in- 
structions to the police to take proceedings 
against any man that they. found beating 
beasts with a stick, but nothing practical in 
that respect had been.done. He appealed to 
Rotarians who were members of the Dail to 
take up this matter, and see that ash-plants 
and sticks in the driving of cattle were 
abolished, if they were to preserve their trade 
in export cattle, which amounted to 
£16,000,000 a year. Ireland was labouring to- 
day under very heavy handicaps. The first 
and greatest, he thought, was the treatment 
of her cattle and the excessive, killing over- 
head charges, and unless she was going to lose 
what she has had for years she must act at 
once. ‘ (Hear, hear.) The time for action had 
come unless the cattle trade was to go down 
Steps must be taken at once to 
inquire freely into the charges, and in the 
question of the handling of cattle both at the 
loading banks and at fairs, and also at 
the embarkation. i 


IMMEDIATE ACTION NEEDED. 


Steps must also be taken to scrap the 
““weedy’’ bulls with which Ireland was in- 
fested. If Ireland was to hold her own against 
Canada and America the Agricultural Depart- 
ment must take care to have proper beef and 
dairy bulls in the country. It seemed to him 


that everything was being done to take away 


from Ireland her greatest source of revenue. 
Promises by Ministers were no use. What 
was wanted was immediate action. The 
Farmers’ Association, the Salesmasters’ Asso- 
ciation, the Irish Cattle Traders’ Association, 
and all others interested in this mafter were 
to-day alarmed at the present state of the 
trade—the handling of cattle, the scandalous 
charges. for freight, and the overhead charges 
in general must be taken up and gone into at 
once. (Applause.)

NO RIFF AEROPLANES. 

The Spanish dictator denied the rumours 
that German and Turkish officers are instruct: 
ing and aiding and leading the Riffs. 

‘(It is all nonsense that the rebels are re- 
ceiving outside aid, except, perhaps, from 
foreign adventurers ba. soldiers of fortune of 
all nationalities, including, maybe, renegade 
Spaniards,”’ said General Rivera. ‘‘ We have 
discovered no evidence of either English, 
French, Turks or Germans, and the rumours 
that foreigners are helping the enemy with 
artillery and flying machines is evidently un- 
founded, because the Riffs do not possess a 
single cannon or aeroplane. They captured a 
few pieces of artillery from us and also shot 
down several aeroplanes, but we spiked the 
guns before abandoning them, and our ob- 
servations show that all the aeroplanes 
wrecked in crashing. In any event the Riffs 
have not used either artillery or aeroplanes 
against us anywhere. 

“The Riffs are | generally armed with 
Mauser rifles of the same model as those used 
by the Spaiish Army, and are using ammuni- 
tion captured from us. We found only a few 
natives using Enghsh, American, or French 
arms. aes 

‘It is rumoured that certain foreigners are 
aiding Abd El Krim financially,, hoping to 
obtain mining and other concessions in 
case he succeeds in obtaining the establish- 
ment of an autonomous State, but these are 
purely private affairs, and are not connected 
with any foreign Governments. On the con- 
trary, both the British and the French Go. 
vernments are probably just as anxious as we 
are that the outbreak shall be put down.” 

I was informed that the entire plan of 
Spanish tactics hitherto employed will prob- 
ably be changed after the present campaign, 
and the old system of the estzblishment of 
blockhouses on mountain tops abandoned. 
Instead, strong-posts will be established every 
fifteen or twenty miles. and the highways 
patrolled on the French system. 

I am also able to state that the old pro- 
position of an exchange of Gibraltar for 
Ceuta may be coming up again after the com- 
pletion of the present campaign. Public 
opinion in Spain would readily accept the 
transfer of Ceuta for Gibraltar. espite 
Downing street denials, I am informed that 
the subject of exchange is still under con- 
sideration. i 

12,000 ON THE MARCH. 
Later. 

The Spanish forces, numbering 12,000 men, 
are driving forward on the main high road 
toward the besieged garrison of Sheshuan, 
expecting to reach Dar Acoba to-night. The 
advance columns jumped off from Zoco Araba 
at daybreak, and this afternoon reports from 
the field by wireless and aeroplanes state 
that they are progressing slowly. Scattered, 
but accurate, rifle fire from the enemy in the 
hills along the road prevent the use of cavalry, 
and the infantry in open order is leading the 
way, with the Foreign Legion Battalion blaz- 
ing the trail. 

SPANISH HELD UP. 
TETUAN, Monday, 5.50 p.m. 

Violent flank attacks against the Spanish 
lines of communication on the Sheshuan high- 
road in the nighbourhood of Zinat, ten miles 
south of Ben Karrich, are this moment hold- 
ing up the Spanish advance towards the be- 
sieged garrison. The Riff forces defeated at 
the Gorgues blockhouse have re-grouped under 
the Commandant, with Abd El Krim’s chief 
lieutenant,Harir Mu, and have suddenly opened 
heavy rifle fire on the convoy of supplies. 
Reinforcements are proceeding from Ben Kar- 
rich to cut the road, and are forcing the 
Spanish to entrench until the batteries are 
brought up.

_It is claimed that the territory thus as- 
signed to the Parliament of Northern Ireland 
is inviolable, or, at ahy rate, that distinct 
pledges were given that the boundary could 
not be altered without its consent. Lord 
Cave has, we are told, shown by reference to 
Colonial Acts and Dominion Constitutions, 
that the boundary cannot be interfered with 
save with the assent of the Northern Parlia- 
ment. Lord Cave did not show anything of 
the kind. He admitted that the Colonial 
Boundaries Act did not in terms apply to 
Northern Ireland, but he relied upon the 
sacair FR principle, and he quoted a 
ruling of Lord Mansfield to the effect that the 
mm of a representative constitution cannot 

e recalled. Lord Cave held that ruling to 
be good, and argued that it was as much ‘in- 
fringed by withdrawing a portion of territory, 
however small, as by repealing the grant. 
Would any responsible Minister, he asked, 
attempt to transfer territory from, say, New- 
foundiand to Canada or from Victoria to New 
South Wales, and why should the “State” of 
Northern Ireland be put in a different 

sition ? 

With all due deference to so high an 
authority, I venture to think Lord:Cave drew 
a false analogy. If Northern Ireland is put 
in a different position, it is because the 
position 1s quite different. I do not know to 
which Colony Lord Mansfield was alluding, 
but was it represented at Westminster and 
did its representatives accept a clause maiang 
some changes of boundary possible? Northern 
Ireland is not a Colony ora Dominion. ‘That is 
admitted. Is it a State? I think not, in the ordi- 
narily accepted meaning of the term. Does not 
Statehood carry control over taxation? Does 
the local self-government accorded to 
Northern Ireland constitute “the grant of a 
representative constitution?’’ I do not know, 

ut I think not. Surely the plain fact is 
that the Government of Ireland Bill granted 
té Northern and Southern Ireland a large, 
but strictly limited, measure of local 
autonomy. The Imperial Parliament asserted 
its authority over most of the taxation, in- 
cluding Customs and Excise, and specifically 
reserved control over that particular Act or 
any other Act affecting the subordinate 
Legislatures. The Act became void over 
Southern Ireland, but is in force over 
Northern Ireland. The Imperial Parliament 
set up a subordinate Parliament in the six 
counties, but did it, or could it by such an 
instrument, divest itself of its superior 
authority and power? And as to the pledges, 
I cannot recall them to my mind. Where 
are documents to be found, and what do they 
consist of? I do not know, and I ask all 
these questions because, in all honesty, I 
want to know. 

Is mutual agreement impossible even now, 
asks Lord Dunraven, towards the end of 
his letter? I think not, with real good- 
will on all sides; but time is needed. Some 
delay in essential, and in the meantime the 
creation by both Parliaments of some body 
similar to the Council proposed in the Go- 
vernment of Ireland Act. It should deal 
with all matters affecting all Ireland, and 
they are many and important. It would 
produce a tendency towards unity in matters 
of common interest. It would soften asperi- 
ties, and it would provide opportunities for 
informal discussion on matters individually 
affecting both legislatures. The prospect is 
‘not hopeful, but it is not hopeless. 


UNEMPLOYMENT AND 


STRIKES, 


AN INDUSTRIAL TRUCE, 

The Z'imes in a leading article observes 
tlat when Parliament reassembles in October 
one of the subjects which must engage the 
attention of the country’s legislators is the 
twin problem of unemployment and labour 
disputes. So far the Government have com- 
nletely failed to produce their promised in- 
fallible remedy for the paralysing disease of 
unemployment. To discover one of the root 
causes of the depressed condition of British 
industry it is not necessary to look very far. 
Long before the present Government came 
into office they had before their eves the 
clearest possible proofs of the intimate con- 
nection EE trade depression and trade 
cisputes—the two factors to which unemploy- 
ment is mainly due. 

T'he Times then proceeds to refer fo the 
article which it published Jast week from Sir 
Robert Hadfield suggesting an _ industrial 
truce and the letter supporting it from Mr. G. 
N. Barnes. 

Sir Robert Hadfield suggests, it adds, that 
for five years, or some shorter period, all 
concerned should unite to stay the plague of 
strikes and lock-outs which has played such 
terrible havoc with the industrial progress of 
the country. If some arrangement of the kind 
could be agreed upon, he feels confident that 


clearing off of our war debts; capital, a source 
of power and progress in which the vorkers 
share equally, would be heaped up again and 
used for the much-needed development of the 
Empire; confidence and stability would be 
re-established, cheaper production would be 
brought about, and better conditions all round 
would prevail for the workers. Mr. G. N. 
Barnes is'in complete agreement with him in 
believing that such a truce is not only neces- 
ng ig chaos and national bankruptcy are 
to be avoided and the avowed aim of Bolshe- 
vism to bring them about for the destraction 
of the Empire is to be foiled—but also pos- 
sible. His concrete proposal is that, as a first 
step, there should be a conference between 
representatives of ‘the General Council of 
Trade Unions and representatives of the cor- 
responding body on the other side. 


THE DESIRE FOR SETTLEMENT. 


The Daily Express says :—Parliament re- 
assembles to-day for an emergency session to 
deal with the Irish boundary question. For- 
tunately the atmosphere of crisis is absent, 
The Irish question has resolved itself into a 
matter for sane, if laborious, discussion, and 
the wild feverish scenes in former debates 
have already passed into the arms of history.

EGYPT EXCITED. 


No confirmation has been received of the 


news of the fall of Mecca into the hands 
of the Wahabis—members of the Spartan 
set of Moslems who regard the pilgrimage 
to Mecca as an act of idolatry and Mecca 
itself as a centre of vice and iniquity— 
but Egypt is alarmed at the possibility, 
and a telegram received in London from 
King Hussein states that last Saturday 
the situation was very grave. 


Reuter’s Correspondent at Cairo tele- 


graphed yesterday :— 


The Press is paying great attention to the 
Hedjaz Nejd hostilities. The Oriental Cor- 
respondent of the Mokattam foresees that, 
in the event of the fall of Mecca, the 
Wahabis, swollen with the pride of victory, 
will endeavour to reach the Red Sea, in 
as of a possible declaration by the 

uropean Powers that Jedda must be re- 
garded as a neutral zone. 

The correspondent adds that the ‘stest 
reports indicate that the Iraq Government 
is preparing an offensive against the 
Wahabis. The journal Ba Lagh fears that 
British diplomacy will take advantage of 
these troubles to further British ambitions. 
—(Reuter.) 

The ruler of the Wahabis, who suppress 
by force the use of alcohol, coffee and 
tobacco, is Ibn Sund, the Sultan of Nejd, 
who recently invaded Trans-Jordania, and 
was driven across the frontier by British 
airmen, assisted by tanks. He then 
directed his forces against the Hedjaz, 
where the forces of King Hussein have 
been defeated in several engagements. 

In the eighteenth century the Wahabis 
dominated Central Arabia and held both 
Mecca and Medina. They were driven 
from these holy cities by the Turks in 
1812, and for half a century or so their 
power waned. 

Until twelve months ago Ibn Sund re- 
caived a grant of £5,000 a month from the 
British Government for having undertaken 
not to attack the King of the Hedjaz, but 
since the subsidy was withdrawn he and 
his tribe have been creating all the trouble 
they could. ’ 

It is stated that there is no likelihood 
of Britain intervening in the present 
trouble, though the Government 
seriously concerned for the safety of the 
pilgrim routes. A warship was ordered to 
Jeddah as recently as September 15th, 
when the Wahabis were advancing on Tailí 
(65 miles from Mecca). 

The news received yesterday in official 
quarters in London from Jeddah (says 
The Times) was to the effect that the 
Wahabis had not actually occupied Mecca, 
but that King Hussein’s family had 
arrived at Jeddah and that all Govern- 
ment offices in Mecca were closed. Crowds 
of refugees are arriving on the Red Sea 
coast on camels and on foot.

The latest from the Hedjaz is that all 
women and children have been evacuated 
from Mecca, and are being sent to Jeddah. 
The situation at Mecca is believed to he 
critical, The Emir Ali, eldest son of King 
Hussein, is retiring on Mecca from Tail 
which is in the hands of the Wahabis. 

A message from Jeddah states that the 
foreign subjects at that port are being 
specially cared for, and that banking firms 
have removed their specie to a British war- 
ship. A letter just received from an Egyption 
at Mecca states that the city is panic 
stricken, the Government paralysed, and that 
it is dangerous to go out of doors.—(Times

THE WAHABI RAIDS 
DESCRIBED. 

Dr. Naji el Assil, the Diplomatic Repre- 
Sentative of King Hussein, who has just 
arrived in London from Mecca, after making 
the pilgrimage, and has been a witness of 
some of the Wahabi raids, gave an in- 
terview to Reuter’s representative in London 
yesterday. i 

“This year’s Haj was the largest of 
recent years, there being not less than 190,000 
pilgrims, of whom about 85,000 arrived by 
sea at Jeddah, and about 15,000 by land. 
They came from all parts of the earth, and 
included Afghans, Persians, Algerians, as 
well as Indians and Egyptians. Among the 
more prominent pilgrims were three Princes 
from Java, several Indian Rajahs, and one 
Persian Prince.” 

In spite of all that was done, the heat 
was so great that several thousands sue- 
cumbed to sunstroke. Some idea of the tem- 
perature may be gathered by the fact that 
an egg placed in the sand became hard 
boiled in 30 seconds. Dr. Naji himself 
almost succumbed to sunstroke. 

On the return journey Dr. Naji saw a 
certain amount of the Wahabi warfare, as he 
rode over one of the _ battlefields near 
Amman, after an attack by Ibn Saud’s 
people. 

“ There can be no doubt,” he said, “of the 
cruelty and savagery of the Wahabi when on 
these raids, for they take no prisoners, and 
do not respect sex. Both in the Hedjaz and 
in Transjordania they come swooping down 
without any. warning. I talked with some 
of the Wahabi prisoners, who admitted that 
their present movement was the result of 
direct orders from Ibn Saud himself. 

“I could not help being struck with the 
determination of these people. I came across 


one leading Wahabi over 70 years of age, and 
‘another a mere boy of 19. Both had travelled 
on camel-back for no less than 54 days from 


Ibn Saud’s capital at Nejd, simply in order 


to attack the tribes who were loyal to the 
Hashimite family, and were only too proud 
and happy that they should lose their lives in 


doing so.

The death was announced in London yes- 
terday of Mr. Julius Mendel Price, F.R.G.S., 
the well-known war artist and correspondent.

In five cases out 
when a difficulty had since arisen, the 
warning had heen effective without using the 
air weapon. That weapon had been used_five 
times, and had heen successful without taking 
a single life. If he could see any better way 
than the present of solving those difficulties 
he would adopt it, but it was for those who 
saw a better way to tell him.

Alex- 
andra Basin was reached shortly hefore 11 
o'clock, The procession halted at the quays 
end, within view of the Chicago, and, after a 
short period of waiting, the bugles of the 
Boys’ Brigade sounded, and the massed 
hands played the first verse of the 
Lourdes Hymn. The pilgrims’ ship was 
moving out of the dock. The Rosary then was 
recited and prayers were offered, and the 
Lourdes Hymn was being sung by all when 
the lights of the Chicago faded and dis- 
appeared in the darkness. : i 

NORTHERN PILGRIMS. | 
Yesterday afternoon a special train, known 
as the white train, left Great Victoria terminus, 
Belfast, for Dublin, carrying 50 helpless, but 
hopeful, pilgrims. To-night the main party 
of about 800 from the’ Diocese of Down and 
Connor will embark on the Duke of Cumber- 
land for Fleetwood.

FIFTY INVALIDS FROM CORK. 


The first contingent from Cork City and 
County of fifty ilgrims, who were all 
invalids, . left Cork by the 11.50 train for 
Dublin yesterday. An immense crowd’ wit- 
nessed their .departure, notwithstanding the 
inclemency of the weather. Thirty of the. 
fifty invalids were from Cork, and eighteen 
from the Cloyne diocese.

Dame Beatrice Hudson Lyall, of London, 
spoke on the duty of women in regard to 
furthering Christian principles and practice. 
She claimed for women that they, mainly in 
this work, were the salt of the earth: Both 
men and women, she declared, have to take 
their coats off and. make greater efforts than 
ever to fight the forces of evil. We must 
fight against the nastiness and filth in amuse- 
ments and in literature. We must sweeten 
married homes, and combat those who 
devise to make divorce easy, and who would 
bring about almost free love. If the 
Christian mothers stand firmly together 
against it, easy divorce can never come in 
this country; but you must not thrust re- 
ligion down people’s throats with too large 
a spoon. 

The Bishop of Oxford said that women 
were the salt of the earth. We saw in these 
days a claim for her emancipation, but it 
was infinitely more difficult to enjoy freedom 
than to live under the bondage of rules. You 
women, he said, can never afford to lower 
the standard of the highest in things [ittle 
and great.

We, however, have the advantage of making 
use of the many modern: inventions which 
have been gradually evolved from practice, 
and I have been iniormed that it is possible 
to establish .a national system of electric power 
in Ireland which will make available to the 
progressive farmers of the country. the neces- 
sary power for the working of their machinery 
and that of the subsidiary industries, such as 
creameries, at a rate not higher than that paid 
in Switzerland.

CATCHES AND PRICES IN 
COUNTY CORK. 


A fair share of success has attended seine- 
net fishing operations in the north-western 
area of County Cork, while very little has 
been done by way of drift-netting in the 
south-western area. Weather conditions have 
been unsettled, and have, consequently, re- 
tarded operations. The total quantity cured 
to date in County Cork is estimated at 4,000 
barrels, and of this quantity 5,900 barrels 
have been landed by seine-nets, the remainder 
being landed by drift-nets. . 

The total number of seine-nets in operation 
is forty-six, in the working of which are in- 
volved 92 boats and 732 fishermen. Of this 
number thirty-five seines are operated in the 
Castletownbere Peninsula, five seines in 
Sheep’s Head promontory, and the remaini 
six seines ate worked on the southern side o 
Dunmanus Bay. The amount of drift-netting 
done in the seining districts is negligible, 
Drift-netting is practically confined to the 
south-western’ area, where motor and sailing 
boats are employed. 

Satisfactory prices have been obtained in 
Castletownbere district, while in other parts 
only moderate prices have been paid so far. 
At the former prices were from &s. to 
23s., and may be averaged at 16s. per hun- 
dred; and at the latter prices were from 6s. 
to 10s., the average being 8s, per @undred. 
The good price obtaining at Castletownbere 
is due to the large number of buyers doing 
business, and in no small degree to the pre- 
sence of the Norway Export Company, which 
is doing an extensive business, has al- 
ready secured 2,000 barrels of mackerel, These 
are being shipped to Norway, to be re-graded 
there preparatory to being shipped to 
America. The scarcity of mackerel as com- 
pared with past seasons, and the culling out 
of small fish, are also factors in the matter 


of the high prices at Castletownbere. Curers 


only accept medium and large-sized mackerel 
from the boats, and instances have occurred 
where the fishermen, on discovering that a 
shot of fish was mostly of small size, have 
purposely - allowed the entire capture to 


escape.
